SITUATION AT TIEN TSIN 


GROWS STEADILY WORSE 


Sorely in Need oi Keinforcements to Save For- 


eigners in the City 


Chinese Troops and Not the Boxers are Bombarding Tien Tsin 


and Prince Tuan is in Command. Present Chinebe 


Government is Now Doomed 


London, June 23—Matters In China appear to have, reached nearly a climax 


of seriousness judging from this morning's news. 


The announcement that Prince Tuan has assumed active command of the 


Chinese troops and is bombarding Tien Tsin seems conclusive evidence that 
the dowager empress has declared war on the combined European powers, 
and that the whole military strength of China is to be employed on behalf 
of the boxers. 


It is considered significant that Chinese merchants at Shanghai are real- 


izin • on their effects and with the specie retiring into the interior. Evdent- 
ly they anticipate a spread of the trouble. 


Consequently it is ursed that the fort of Woo Sura should be seized by an 


intet national force in view of j>ossible events. 


Probably as preliminary to some action of this kind the consuls at Shang- 


hai today addressed a note to the Chineae admiral asking him to remove 
his fleet from Shanghai. 


In compliance with this" request two Chinese warships are to sail today and 


the rest tomorrow. 


Meanwhile th*usr*^ity of the situation at Tien Tsin can hardly be over es- 


timated, rne' critical «,tate of affairs seems plain from the haste with which 
a small force of 2000 m&n was dispatched from Taku to the relief of the Tien 
Tsin garrisc-n force. Doubtless conveying ammunition, the absence of which 
adds so sensibly to the straits of the garrison.

Shanghai, June 23—Admiral Kempff, through the British consul at Tien

ed, casualties heavy, ammunition insufficient, machine gun required. Rus- 
sians at railroad station hard pressed. Chinese keep incessant fire from large 
guns on European concession. Nearly all of them burned." 


Bulletin From Commander of Monocacy 


The American consul here has received from the consul at Chefoo, under 


yesterday's date, a bulletin from Captain "Wise of the warship Monocacy as 
follows: 
f 


"On the arrival of marines this morning I started the fires in locomotives 


and got cars and two field pieces on afternoon trains with 400 Russians, 
a 


field piece and 130 marines are leaving. A French officer has just arrived, who 
left Tien Tsin yesterday when the troops were attacking the foreigners and 
when the Americans consulate was destroyed. He does not know what has 
become of our men. The Chinese have modern field guns and are battering 
the foreigners in their strong holds. I may be attacked here tonight but I 
have sent all the marines as I can look out for myself. This place will de- 


ser, ed again tonight. I seized a dispatch boat here at daylight and could 
start more locomotives if I had competent firemen." 


Berlin, June 23—The Chinese minister

One man from Florida mountain had a 
dream some time ago in connection 
with the case which he wisihed to tell. 


The two chief witnesses of the after- 


noon wene Alexander Grant and David 
King, both of whom have been before 
the -court in the inquest several times 
before. 


This noon Officer Dunham, who has 


been on the case of late, said that so 
flap asi he knew, there was nothing 
more to come before the Inquest, and 
with the submission, of the evidence to 
the proper authorises for their review, 
there was no-thing1 more now to be done 
until a decision was reached in regard 
to future action.

Boston, June 23.—In the cose of 


Laurania Richardson against the town 
of Danvers, the defendant's exceptions 
are sustained, the supreme court hold- 
Ing that a bicycle- is net a carriage with- 
in the meaning o* the terms of section 
1, chapter 52 of the public statutes, 
which provides that highways and other 
ways named shall be kept in repair, at 
the expense of the town, city or place 
where they are situated, "so that the 
same may be reasonably safe and con* 
venient for travellers, with their horses, 
teams and carriages at all seasons of tha 
year." 
This statute was enacted la 


1786, and has been in force ever since. 


In the case before the court it ap- 


peared that the plaintiff was riding a 
bicycle on a highway which the de- 
fendant was bound to keep in repair, and 
that she was injured in consequence of 
encountering a depression in the way, 
which caused her to fall from, her wheel. 


The supreme court says that whHe a 


bicycle may for many purposes be con- 
sidered a vehicle or a carriage and thus 
made subject to the law of the road, yet 
In the present instance the statute does 
not apply. "The statute in question," 
says the court, "was passed long before 
bicycles were invented, but, although, 
of course, it is not to be confined to tha 
same kind of vehicles then in use, we are 
of opinion that it should be confined to 
vehicles ejusdewi generis, and that it 
does not extend to bicycles. It seems to 
us that the legislature by the use of the 
word 'carriage' had In view a vehicle 
would carry passengers or inanimate 
matter, not to exceed with its load more 
than six tans. . . . A bicycle Is more 
a machine than a carriage. . . . A 
bicycle is of but little use in wet weather 
or on frozen ground. Its great value 
consists In the pneumatic tire, but this is 
easily punctured, anS 8s> one who uses a 
wheel thinks of taking a ride of any dis- 
tance without having his kit of tools 
with him. A ruard rut, a sharp stone, a 
bit of coal or glaaa, or a tack in the road, 
may cause the tire to be punctured, and 
this may cause the rider to fall and sus- 
tain an injury. It would impose an in- 
tolerable burden upon towns to hoM 
them bound to keep their roadla In such a 
state of repair and smoothness that a 
bicycle could go over them with assured 
•afety."

Struc- 
tural material has also verified predict 
tions in a heavy decline. 


Reports from the boot and shoe in- 


dustry areof rather unsatisfactory trade 
prospects, and leather and hides are 
rather weak at the east, but strong at 
Chicago, where heavy purchases for 
Philippine army purposes have strength- 
ened the situation.

Boxers, who are wholly boyond the con- 
trol of the Chinese troops, and who ara 
working themselves up to a frenzy and 
clamoring for the^earth of all foreigners. 


The English consulate at Shanghai la 


said to have received from influential 
natives reports of a tragedy in tha 
palace at Pekin, though precisely what 
is not defined. 
The consulate thinks 


that. Admiral Seymour, commander of 
the internal relief column, was misled 
by information from Pekin, and, conse- 
quently, underestimated the difficulties 
in his way, and the- Chinese power of re- 
sistance with Maxim guns and Mausers. 


The consuls at Shanghai still believe 


the foreign ministers at Pekin safe, al- 
though Japanese reports received at 
Shanghai allege that up to June 15 100 
foreigners had been killed in Pekin, 


A dispatch from Vienna says: 
Li 


Hung Chang has wired the various 
Chinese legations in Europe, directing 
them to inform the governments to 
which they are accredited that he is 
calJed to Pekin by the empress to act 
as intermediary between China and tha 
powers, to negotiate a settlement of 
points at issue, and he instructs them to 
beg the powers to facilitate his mission 
by ceasing to send trops to China. 


Bhang, director general of telegraphs, 


•wires from Shanghai to the Chinese le- 
gation* tn Europe that the foreign le- 
gations In P«kln are safe. 


It is reported that the British govern- 


ment will immediately send 1200 marine* 
to China, and possibly, according to 
some of the morning papers, 10,000 of tha 
regulars now with Lord Roberts. 


Li Hung Chang, who was Interviewed 


In Canton yesterday, said he would leave 
for Pekln on June 27, in obedience to 
an order from the empress, to suppress 
the Boxers and to make peace with the 
powers. 
He endorsed the opinion that 


he was the only man in China capable 
of coping with the situation. 
He said 


he believed the Boxers to be a "rabble 
led away by fanaticism and anti-Chris- 
tian feeling," but he also declared that 
the native Christian leaders were much 
to blame, inasmuch as they engendered 
litigation in the native courts. He as- 
serted that he <iid not regard the Box- 
ers as a political slciety, and that in his 
opinion, the empress had been misin- 
formed. 


Prince Li said he had been officially in- 


formed that the Taku forts fired upon 
the nlllad fteet because the admirals 
sent an ultimatum calling for the re- 
moval of the soldiers. 
He does not In- 


terpret that act ae a declaration of war, 
and he has not received any instructions 
to the effect that war haa been d>eclared, 


Hts remedy tor the situation is to de- 


capitate the leaders of the Boxers, to 
send their ignorant followers home, and 
to make peace with the powers, 


A dispatch from St. Petersburg says: 


The view expressed by both the press 
and politicians here is that Hussla should 
make common cause with theother pow- 
ers In meeting the common danger in 
China. It is pointed out, however, that 
when once the time arrive* to settle the 
Chinese question, Russia must regulata 
fter true Interests, which differ greatly 
from those- of the otl.tr powers, and pre- 
vent her more particularly from defi- 
nitely embarking In hoBtlllties agalns* j 
the vnst Chinese empire, her neighbor.

In the old days of the overland trail, 


the pony express and the lumbering 
stagecoach staga stations bad been 
erected at a distance of 15 miles apart 
throughout the length of the whole trail. 
After the first 30 miles from the Mis- 
souri river no coach was safe from at- 
tack until it reached San Francisco. It 
was a misnomer to say the stations 
were "erected." 
Most of them were 


dugouts— that is, a hole or cellar four 
or five feet deep was dug and then 
covered with slabs of timber to sup- 
port two feet of dirt The stables were 
made in the same way, while the hay 
•was stacked. There was generally an 
underground passage leading from the 
house to the stables. House and sta- 
bles were loopholed for rifles, the doors 
constructed of timber or covered with 
boiler iron, and There was not one of 
them which was not attacked a dozen 
times over. The Indians could not use 
fire as a weapon, nor could they carry 
a station by assault, but they captured 
many of them by trickery or siege. In 
no case was the life of a company em- 
ployee ever spared. The distance be- 
tween stations, with the feeble garri- 
son maintained at each, 'prevented any 
hope of relief in case of attack. Indeed 
the orders were: "Defend your own 
station. Only the last man alive is to 
break through the Indians if he can." 


Never were greater hardihood and 


bravery exhibited than by the men se- 
lected to drive the coaches. Knowing 
•what the risks were, it seems strange 
that any passengers could have been 
found to fill them, but in the last two 
years preceding the opening of the Pa- 
cific road the coaches averaged five 
passengers each way, and many of 
these were women. At a few points on 
the long route a guard rode for a few 
miles with the coaches, but for most 
of the distance the driver and passen- 
gers must take care of themselves. 
There was hardly a week without its 
tragedy. As the stage toiled through 
the heavy sand of some strip of desert 
or met several miles of stony and up 
hill trail a. band of a hundred yelling 
warriors would suddenly appear. The 
Briver must fight as well as guide his 
excited team. The passengers fired 
from the open doors, and if the attack 
•was .beaten off it was a case of luck. It 
fcras when the Overland company final- 
ly appealed to the government to clear 
Its route through Kansas that General 
Custer was sent out with a brigade of 
troopers. Fourteen stations had been 
attacked and wiped out, and stages 
had ceased to run over a distance of 
almost 200 miles. Custer could not 
hope to strike a telling blow against 
the hordes in the field, but he laid his 
plans to open the route and drive the 
Indians back from it As wo followed 
the trail to the west we picked up sta- 
tion after station showing grewsome 
sights. In each and every case a stout 
defense had been made, but the Indi- 
ans had prevailed. 
Kegs of powder 


had been used to blow open the doors 
or tear out the roofs, and even though 
the •warriors had lost ten to one they 
had destroyed the station. Burning 
Hill was a relay station, with eight 
men,to guard it and care for the extra 
horses. The last stage from the east 
had come In after a race of five miles, 
•with the driver and three male passen- 
gers wounded— some of them twice 
and three times. It was one of the lar- 
gest and most defensible stations on 
the route, and there was no thought 
of anything but beating the Indians 
off, no matter what their force. 


Ouster's whole command witnessed 


the arrival of the last stage from the 
•west, the last for several weekB. From 
a hilltop three miles from the trail, 
.with Impassable gullies between, we 
eaw the coach come up the trail with 
100 Indians pursuing it. It was a run- 
ning fight, which aroused every man 
to the highest pitch of excitement, but 
we were 
helpless to extend aid. 


Through the clear air of a summer's 
afternoon we saw the stage horses 
Bhot down and the coaoh overtaken. 
The passengers made a brave fight to 
the last, but not one of them escaped. 
It was' night before we had made our 
detour and reached the station, and 
the Indians had departed long before. 
They had captured the station two 
hours before they attacked the stage. 
It had held out against them for three 
days, and it was not until 40 Indians 
had been killed or wounded that they 
got possession of It by digging under 
the walls and using a keg of powder. 


If Burning Hill had failed to hold 


out, how would it be with Pawnee 
Flat, the next station to the west, atid 
with White Horse, the next after thai? 
The first was a four man station and 
the next a relay with eight As wo 
rode away through the night not a 
man had the slightest hope for Paw- 
nee, though we knew It would have 
been defended as long as one of the 
four could lift a gun. We reached it 
at nh^iiit 1 1 o'riip k 
Tt was aw we had 


feared. Over 200 Indians had swarm- 
ed down out of the hills at daybreak 
the morning before, and, though they 
had lost a score of men, the dugout 
had been carried by assault and Its 
defenders butchered. We waited here 
half an hour to give the poor corpses 
burial and then pushed on toward 
White Horse. It was not until we got 
within two miles of the station that 
our fears we^e relieved. 
Then we 


heard the reports of rifles and knew 
that the place was Htili holding nut 


The station wqp situated about mid- 


.way of a long, bare hill. To th,e west 


banks 20 feet high. We had with us a 
couple of scouts who knew every rod 
of the overland trail, and when within 
a mile of the station these men were 
sent forward to e»»y out the situation. 
They returned c.'7er awhile to report 
that Spotted Horse and about 150 of 
his "dog soldiers," as the Cheycunes 
were called, were laying siege to the 
station and had evidently occupied the 
ground for two or three days. The j 
ground around the dugout was so open 1 
that the Indians dared not "rush" tno ' 
place, nor was there any show to use 
a keg of powder without reckless ex- 
posure. With_ their allies holding the 
trail to the cast, the Cheyenues had eu- 
tered upon a siege in hopes to starve 
the employees out. Their war ponies 
tmd most of the band were lying up in 
the dry ravine for the night T?iiis ra- 
vine had no opening to the south and 
was therefore a cul de sac. 


The first sigus of ^Sawn were in the 


sky when we saddlofi up, mounted, and 
the whole of us pushed forward, led 
by the scouts, for the mouth of the ra- 
vine. We had the Spencer carbines, 
each with a full magazine, and as we 
got the order to charge each man be- 
gan shooting. 
When a carbine was 


empty, it was thrown away and a re- 
volver used in its place. When the re- 
volver was empty, it was cast aside for 
the saber. Extended from bank to 
bank, we swept up the ravine, and we 
had nothing to do but kill. Taken by 
surprise, the Cheyennes thought only 
of getting away. We had scarcely got 
to work when the eight men who had 
been cooped up in the dugout sallied 
out to take a hand in, and it was made 
the saddest sunrise the Cheyenne tribe 
had ever seen. Not a pony could es- 
cape out of that trap. Numbers of the 
warriors scrambled up the banks and 
got safely away, but nearly every one 
left his weapons behind. The fight did 
not last above 30 minutes, and our loss 
was only three men wounded. 


Down in that ravine we harvested 78 


dead Indians, and on the banks above 
the stage men counted up 22 more. We 
got upward of a hundred rifles, about 
50 pistols, 130 ponies and a wagon load 
of miscellaneous stuff. Every Indian 
lying there was a dead one. Custer 
had said, "Shoot to kill," and there 
were no wounded or prisoners. Among 
the killed were Spotted Horse, Big 
Moon and White Bird, and that fight 
broke the backbone of the Cheyenne 
nation. Their part in the war was to 
capture all the stations west of Burn- 
ing Hill, but they had only taken Paw- 
nee Flat 
They never rode to war 


again. Within a week they were su- 
ing for peace, and they were the first 
to be gathered on a reservation.

The heads on

poet of the times. Again, the title of 
bachelor, won by exceptional skill in 
connection with art or science, takes 
us back to the middle ages, when 
young doctors were crowned with 
laurel and received the title of bacca 
laurel.— London Gardener's Magazine.

"I never was what you may call su- 


perstitious," said a lawyer from tha 
country as he sat hi the courtroom 
awaiting the judge, "but I had an ex- 
perience once that has ever since in- 
duced me not to scoff at what is called 
the supernatural.

'A singular custom prevails In CW10 


tpbJch in these days of aseptic pro 
cautions will cause a shudder among 
those who see infection lurking in ev 
cry detail of life. It is called straw- 
berry fishing and is conducted in. this 
fashion: 


At the close of a dinner, the cloth Is 


removed, and there is plated upon the 
table an Immense bowl into which are 
emptied half a dozen bottles of Bor- 
deaux wine, four of cherry and two of 
rum, Jjesldes sugar and nutmeg. Into 
this mixture is put a very large straw- 
berry, which floats upon the surface. 
The bowl is provided with two han- 
dles. These are used to lift the vessel 
and tilt it so that the strawberry may 
be brought near the edge and sucked 
Into the mouth. This would appear an 
easy feat, but it is a difficult one, aa 
the fruit rolls over wiien touched with 
the lips. The contestant in the effort 
swallows f- considerable quantity of 
the liquid'concoction. 


This is the reason for the game, for 


the bowl Is passed from one *$ the ctii- 
er many times In succession before the 
ftrawberry Is captured. When that 
moment finally arrives; all of the 
guests have reached a ripa stage of 
hilarity. This Is the game as it is 
played 
among the higher classes. 


Among those of a lower social standing 
the fiery liquor of the country Is sub- 
stituted for wine. With them straw- 
berry fishing develops Into a function 
compared to which a fighting mixed 
ale party in thfe town Is the recreation 
of a group of peace seeking Quakers.

COLT'S INVENTION. 


Lincoln'* Coolne»»c 


Thomas F. Prendle, for 35 years a 


doorkeeper at the executive mansion, 
used frequently to accompany Presi- 
dent Lincoln on his walks about town 
and has many interesting things to tell 
of that great raan, whom he believes to 
have been one at the bravest men the 
world has ever known. 


On one occasion Prendle was walfc 


Ing with the president down a flight of 
steps at the navy department when 
they came suddenly upon a man who 
was evidently endeavoring to hide him- 
self in a dark corner at the bottom of 
the staircase. Observing tlie stranger 
and fearing he meant harm to the 
president, Preadle essayed to place h'.s 
body in a position to protect his co 
paaion. 


Mr. Lincoln, however, brave and 


fearless as always, stepped forward 
and closely scrutinized the man, who 
ran rapidly up the steps and, turning 
squarely around when he reached the 
top, looked down upon the president, 
who did not falter, but continued to 
gaze sharply at him. On their return 
to the "White House Mr. Lincoln said 
quite calmly, ''Prendle, do you know 
I received a letter last night warning 
me against a man who exactly an- 
swered the description of that man 
we met on the steps?"—Leslie's Week- 
ly. 


Cedars Twenty Centuries Old. 


Some cedars are undoubtedly more 


than 2,000 years old, for, though on 
good moraine soil they grow about as 
fast aa oaks, on bare pavements and 
smoothly glaciated overswept granite 
ridges in the dome region they grow 
extremely Blow. 


One on the Starr King ridge, only 2 


feet 11 inches in diameter, was 1,140 
years old. Another on the same ridge, 
only 1 foot 7% inches in diameter, had 
reached the age of 884 years. The first 
15 inches from the bark of a medium 
seized tree—6 feet in diameter—on the 
north Tenaya pavement had 859 layers 
of wood, or 57 to the inch. Beyond 
this the count was stopped by dry rot 
and overgrown wounds. 


The largest I examined was 33 feet 


In girth, or nearly 10 feet in diameter, 
and, though I failed to get anything 
like a complete count, I learned enough 
from this and many other specimens 
to convince me that most of the trees 
8 to 10 feet thick, standing on polish- 
ed glacier pavements, are more than 
20 centuries of age rather than less. 
Barring accidents, for all I can see, 
they would live forever. When killed, 
they waste out of existence about aa 
elowly as granite.—John Muic in At- 
lantic. 


The First Great Improvement MM* 


IB Repeating PUtol*. 


' In this day of improved firearms tho 
fact that the first great improvement 
made in repeating pistols by Colonel 
Samuel Colt was patented in the day 
of our grandfathers IB seldom recalled. 
It was Colonel Colt, then of New York, 
to whom was granted the patent, Feb. 
25, 1830. The original petition in tho 
case was destroyed by the fire In De- 
cember following. The letters patent 
were returned when application was 
made for the reissue, Sept. 1,1848. Tho 
original letters are signed by Andrew 
Jackson, president; John Forsyth, sec- 
setary of state, and Benjamin F. But- 
ler, attorney general. 


After describing his Invention Colo- 


nel Colt claims as new "the application 
of caps at the ^nd of the cylinder, the 
application of a partition between the 
caps, the application of a sliouWer over 
the caps as a security against moisture 
and the action of smoke upon the 
works of the locks, the principle of tlje 
connecting rod between the hammer 
and the trigger, the application of tho 
shackle to connect the cylinder with 
the ratchet," etc. 


There had been a revolver patented 


about 20 years before by one Collin, 
but until Colt's invention little head- 
way was mud*. Indeed it was not un- 
til Colt's invention bad been given a 
trial by Major Sam Walker and hla 
Texas rangers that i* gained popular- 
ity and was regari'jd as a success. 
About the time Colonel Colt was ap- 
plying for a reissue, in 1S4S, Mr. Wes- 
son had filed an application for a re- 
peating firearm, by which the Smith &

On Heading: Alontt. 


It Is a distinct loss that reading Is so 


badly taught and that so few people 
know anything about the magic of the 
poets in their use of sound. We read 
almost exclslvely with the eye, al- 
though poetry Is primarily intended 
for the ear. Shakespeare wrote almost 
Exclusively for the ear, and we remain 
unmoved by the wonderful vibration 
of his great passages until we hear 
them. 


Poetry ought always to be heard first 


and read afterward. 
If the best of 


Browning Is sympathetically and intel- 
ligently Interpreted by the voice, the 
touch discussed obscurity is not in evi- 
dence. Many people find, for instance, 
fe little difficulty In getting the clear 
and full significance of "The Portrait i 
of the Last Duchess" when they read 
It fee the first time, but It fastens itself 
instantly on the imagination if it is 
well read. 


A good deal of time now devoted to 


Commentaries and tert study might 
profitably be given to reading the text 
aloud without note or comment. A 
work of art slowly discloses its full 
meaning, and familiarity with it Is the 
first 
condition 
of comprehension.—

The class of 1900 of Drury high school 


graduated last evening with the cus- 
tomary exercises, and perhaps more 
than the customary interest. The Bap- 
tist church was crowded to the doors 
with relatives and friends of the pu- 
pils, and there was close attention and 
enthusiastic approval for every num- 
ber on the program. 
The speakers 


won for themselves far more than the 
interest attendant on the simple event 
of graduation, and received the highest 
praise for the excellence of their show- 
ing in thought, composition and de- 
livery. 


The church was prettily decorated 


with flowers and evergreen. The choir 
loft back of the platform was banked 
with evergreen, with the class motto 
in red across the front, "Ad astra p&r 
aspera," which is, being interpreted, 
"To the stars through difficulties," this 
being also the motto of the state of 
Kansas. 
The stage was- set 
with 


plants, and at the back were conspicu- 
ously displayed 
the class numerals, 


"1900." 


The church filled rapidly after the 


doors were opened, admission being by 
ticket only until 7.45, at which time 
the church was comfortably filled. No 
more tickets were issued 
than 
the 


church will seat, so that those who 
were entitled to early admission were 
sure of securing seats, a welcome con- 
fidence for the relatives and friends of 
the class members. 


At 7.45 the doors were thrown open 


to the public, and the entire church 
was quickly occupied, many standing 
in the rear through the entire program. 


Promptly at S o'clock Professor E. A. 


Tower at the piano began a march, and 
the members of the class entered the 
auditorium from a side room, marching 
to the stage, where they occupied seats. 
On the stage also were Dr. H. H. Gnds- 
by Rev. A. E. "Wright, Superintendent 
I. F. Hall, and four members of t'as 
school committeee, D. A. Andeirson, C. 
J. Parkhurst, O. A. Archer and J. R. 
Chippendale. The pupils of the three 
undergraduate classes of the school 
occupied seats reserved at the center 
and front of the church. 


The anthem "Be thou exalted," was 


sung by the school shorus, led by Prof. 
Tower, and Rev. E. A. Wright offered 
the invocation. 


Tiie Speakers 


Carroll Brayton Eeynolds was the 


first speaker of the evening, his sub- 
ject being "America's heroship." His 
uiation was a defense of and argument 
ijr hero worship, which always has 
a.n i always should exist, 
our na- 


tional tendency, he said, is toward the 
elevation of our great citizens to the 
heighths of heroes, beginning with our 
very earliest history, making Wash- 
ington our first national hero, and com- 
ing down through history of the coun- 
try to" Dewey, whom we- honor today. 
It is the tenderc-y of man to glorify 
war and its !o:.ciers, forgetting the 
heroes of peL.cc, the mothers who sac- 
rifice their sons and brothers, the brave 
men of hardy pursuits, who go un- 
flinching through the dangers that sur- 
round them in their duty. Let us con- 
tinue as a nation to be hero worship- 
pers, but let us worship as well the 
heroes of peace as those of war. 


I 
Miss- Agnes Veronica Kyan read an 


essay on "Benedict Arnold," whom she 
helrl to be pitied even by the nation 
that despises him. She outlined his 
training and character, his daring and 
his selfishness that led him to the front, 
not for his country but to gratify his 
own desires. From the time that the 
thought of betraying his country en- 
tered his mind, he was lost, but he 
never received compensation for the 
loss of respect and for the contempt of 
a nation that had once honored him. 


Miss Laura Kenwood had for her sub- 


ject "General Lawton," and read an 
interesting essay on the general's life 
and ability as a soldier, from the time 
he entered the ranks till his service in 
Cuba and his death in the Philippines. 
She closed with his opinion of the 
policy of the country with regard to 
the Philippines, holding that the coun- 
try could do nothing more than it was 
doing. 


Two songs, "May song" and "The joy 


of spring," were given by the school as 
an intermission from the literary pro- 
ductions-. 


Mahlon P. Perkins was next with an 


oration on "The government of our 
colonies." Mr. Perkins had a carefully 
prepared oration dealing with a prob- 
lem of vast importance, and setting it 
forth clearly. Government must exist 
for the governed, he said, and failure 
to conform to this law has caused the 
downfall of many a nation in their 
colonies-. 
True liberty always exists 


where there is capacity to receive it, 
and while it is ridiculous to think that 
our colonies would as yet be able to le- 
produce our republic, yet there should 
be a prevailing system of liberty shown 
instead of a great display of power, 
which is galling to many. Our need is- 
for men who are responsible and trust- 
worthy, since wo are not entirely free 
from corruption, 
as 
was 
recently 


shown. We must be watchful and in- 
ergetic, since eternal vigilance is the 
price of the colonial welfare. 


Mis-s Mary Prances Haddow read an 


essay on "The invincible Armada," re- 
viewing the inception and progress of 
that great threatened invasion, which 
had it succeeded would have made the 
Spanish nation the foremost in 
the 


world, and changed the whole history 
of the earth. She spoke especially on 
the effect it would have had on the his- 
tory of America. 


"A golden king in a free'country" 


was the subject of what was ono of the 
best things of tho evening, an oration 
by Augustus Locke-. Mr. Locke's ar- 
gument was an attack y. the oil trust, 


I uu an example of trusts lu general, and 


was well written and delivered. He 
outlined briefly the development of the 
trust through the control of the rail- 
roads, and of the extent to which the 
trust made itself exempt from the laws 
of the nation.

We have 
thrown off Engli&h despotism, over- 
thrown Spanish despotism, and wlK-n 
we are fully aroused, we shall destroy 
the awful power of the trusts.

a composer.

On Wednesday evening the paper con- 
tained a substant'ally correct account 
of the arrim! of several Manchester 
men here the night before, and o'f how 
they were received by the police and 
escorted from the station.

"A member of the shoe-manufactur- 


ing- firm at North Adams, Mass., h;ss 
called on The Mirror und takes exceo- 
tions to parts of the story which was 
given publication yesterday wi.Ui ref- 
erance to the treatment received by a 
delegation of Manchester shoe work- 
ers who went to North Adam& to work. 
The gentleman states that the story of 
a strike rests on the objection which 
some of the factory employes had to 
the company erecting a fence for the 
protection of its coal supply. He states 
that coal was being carried away and 
the company built a high fence to pre- 
vent its fuel from being stolon. To 
this one of the workmen objected on 
the rrround that the fence obstructed 
the view of the street from the room 
where he was employed. He was joined 
by others in the same room who ob- 
jected to the fence, but the company 
declined to have the fence removed. 
Because of this the original objector 
and some of his associates quit work. 
Several of them have since returned, 
however, and of the original number 
who vent out, there are at present but 
16 who are standing out, and all on 
account of the company building a 
fence to stop its coal supply from being 
carried awa;r. 


"As to the Mancehster delegation be- 


ing met by pither strikers or policemen 
on their arrival at North Adams, the 
gentleman states that the report is en- 
tirely unfounded, and that on their ar- 
rival there they were found boarding 
houses and yesterday afternoon, six of 
the Manchester workmen were em- 
ployed. 
The information on which 


the story published yesterday was 
based came from a telephone message 
sent to this city by one of the Man- 
chester men who went to North Ad- 
ams."
